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DISSOLUTION OF 
CHINA'S AUTOCRAT 


Dowager Smpress Died Officialiy at 
2 0’Clock Suaday Afternoon— 
New Emperor 3 Years Old. 


Pekin, Ney, 16—Tse Hei An, dowag- 
er empress and autocrat of China, is 
dead, and Pa Yi, the three-year-old 
son of Prince Chun, has been placed 
on the throne, his father acting as 
regent, in. accordance with the pro- 
visions of the imperial edict issued 
last Priday. 

The end of the 47 years’ reign ot 
the temous “old Buddha” came ot 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, according 
to the official announcement, although 
it is believed that the deaths of both 
the empress and Kwang Su, the em- 
peror, whom she dominated, occurred 
many hours before the time mentioned 
in the official announcement. It 1s not 
anticipated there will be any trouble 
incident to the accession of the young 
ruler, although there may be a few 
sporadic outbreaks in the southern 
provinces, at all times more or less 
turbulent. 

The city is well guarded against any 
outbreak, two divisions of troops be- 
ing scattered at strategic points 
throughout the capital. Ali the lega- 
tions are surrounded by — special 
guards but no anti-foreign demonstra- 
tion is looked for. A period of gen-

Having secured the money, Capella 
left the mayor's office, informing 
that official that he should await his 
orders. Several hours having passed 
without any word from Cappella, the 
mayor instituted an investigation, 
which showed that the man was 4 
swindler. The police are unable to 
find out where he went.

In fact 
the relations between Japan and the 
United States were never closer or bet-
